| An Amphibious Swallow. 


The swallows are already assembling in 
small parties in preparation fof the annual 
migration to sunnier climes. For ages it 
wae thought by naturalists that the 
swallow spent the winter months hiber- 
nating, hidden in holes and nooks along 
the banks of streams and rivers, or even 
beneath the waters, buried in the mud. 
till awakened by the coming of spring. 
In a letter to the Hon. Daines Barrington, 
Gilbert White inclines to this theory, 
while Olaus Magnus maintains that the 
Norwegian fishermen frequently take in 
their nets large numbers of swallows, 
mud-stained and drenched, that speedily 
recover when exposed to the warmth of a 
fire. Cuvier, writing so late as 1821. 
observes that it appears certain that 
swallows become torpid during the winter, 
and even that they pass this season at the

The General Committee of the British 
Association tu-day confirmed the appointment 
of General Smuts as President of the Associa- 
tion for the centenary meeting to be held in 
London from 23rd to 30th September, 1931.

MENTAL CHANGES IN THE 
TUBERCULOUS, 

Dr. H. Bannister spoke on the psychology 
of the tuberculous patient. ‘* Does the ill 
ness produce any marked mental changes?” 
he asked. “One of the effects sometimes 
ascribed te tuberculosis is the production of 
,emns. There are such men as Keats and 
Sterne in literature, and Black and T riestly 
in science. '' 

One authority had said —“ It may be 
assumed that the toxins of tuberculosis do. 
in fact, produce a mild form of intoxication 
or stimulation of the cerebral functions ”’ 

Describing the mental characteristics of 
sufferers, Dr. Banister quoted another autho- 
rity, who said that jealousy often led a young 
consumptive wife to kill herself after mur 
deving her husband, so that no other woman 
might marry him. 

‘What terrible these tubercular 
people are,” he exclaimed. “ They are mum 
derers. suicides, geniuses, dements. Thev have 
all the minor qualities which make an indivi.
